Experience has shown that there are 


some things which jjtfvtte capital cannot 
safely be trusted to do In Alaska, or which 
it cannot do at all, »<tf building the neces- 
sary railroad system* is one of them. The 
dbt*"?e$ and cost of construction are too 
great, -tnd the chances of satisfactory re* 
.Bh> too small. - But raHroads are abso- 
lutely necessary, if the immense resources 
of the territory are to be developed at all, 
and the duty logically devolves upon the 
federal government 


How completely this is realized is 


shown by the vote. 
In the Senate the 


measure was carried three to one, and in 
the House by the same ratio- 231 to 87. 
And it Is noteworthy that it received the

sia for $7,200,000, the wealth produced 
from it has exceeded $525,000,000 and 
the surface has scarcely been scratched. Its 
deposits of both copper and coal are 'be- 
lieved to be the richest in the world and 
neither has been worked. 
The output of 


gold, large as it is, could be multiplied many 
times by thorough development. 


There is a prevalent impre&ion that 


Alaska is too bleak and inhospitable to be 
the permanent habitation of a white popu- 
lation, but in his recent annual report Sec- 
retary Lane called attention to the fact 
~that throughout the southern half 
a terri- 


tory as large as that of the original thirteen 
state* the climate U as mild as that of St. 
Petersburg or Stockholm, and the extremes 
of temperature no greater than in Wash- 
ington, D. C. It has been shown that good 
crops caji be grou ti there of all grains and 
grasses which thme in northern Europe.

VICE ADMIRALS FOR THE NAVY 


FOR some reason unknown the rank of 


Vice Admiral was dropped from the Ameri- 
can Navy after the Civil VVar. 
After 


Dewey's victory at Manila B»y the still 
higher grade of Admiral was revived by act 
of Congress and bestow.ed uppn him, but 
today the United States is the only-sea 
power in the world which has no officer of 
the rank of Vice Admiral and only one Ad- 
miral. When our officers reach -the stage 
of Rear Admiral promotion ceases. 


But?it happens that under international 


custom the command of a fleet representing 
several nations in a combined movement 
always goes to the officer of highest rank- 
For Instance, If the Powers should unite in 
a naval demonstration against Mexico the 
commander of the American battleships 
there would have to yield the supreme com- 
mand of the fleet to a foreign officer (of 
higher rank, who might have only a single 
vessel. 


The Navy Department has been trying 


for years to induce Congress to correct this 
condition by reviving the rank of Vice Ad- 
miral, and at last it is to be done. A bill 
has already passed, the Senate whereby six 
Vice Admirals ar» to be appointed, and if 
it becomes a law American naval officers 
will for the first time enjoy equal rank with 
those of other nations. It seems an absurd- 
ity that the thing never was done before.

SENATOR WILLIAM E. BORAH seeks 


to afowse antagonism to the Progressive 
party by the same unfair method adopted 
by Woodrow Wilson in the last campaign, 
namely, by charging that the ProiTCMives 
seek to encourage monopoly.

They believe capital must combine. 


So long as bminess grows without the en- 
joyment of special privileges, so long as 
combinations of capital are formed without 
the employment of unfair means, the Pro- 
gressives have no quarrel with them what- 
ever. But the Progressives do say that all 
bin>4«s must serve society. And, in order 
that society may have a guarantee that busi* 
n«B will be conducted fairly* and with due 
regard for the best interests of all, they in- 
sist that business must be regulated by an 
interstate trade commission.

Only a few years ago we refused to reg- 


uate railroad rates. We insisted that rail- 
roids must not combine; we demanded that 
they compete, But railroad competition led 
to such injustices, to such vast wastes, that 
finally we discovered we were on the wrong 
track. Nowadays, outside of a few Demo- 
crats, we don't care how much railroad 
Combination there is. We control the mak- 
ing of railroad rates, and we are going to 
control soon the issuance of railroad capital. 
And, with this control in our hands, we dis- 


. cover that the combination of railroads of- 


fers no perils. 


For a few years yet demagogues will 


continue to fool the people by shrieking 
that the Progressives favor monopoly; that 
the thing to do is to destroy monopoly, to 
restore competition. But the trouble is that 
monopoly isn't destroyed; it continues to 
•grow, in spite of dissolutions, in spite of 
^Sherman law prosecutions, while, as to 
competition' uell, have prices of oil been 
reduced since competition was restored? 
And people are going to discover soon that 
the same control that was exercised over 
the railroads is necessary over industry 
and then the} uill adopt the Progressive 
method. 


Senator Borah is putting his undoubted 


talents to poor use when he charges the 
progressives with favoring monopoly. He 
"has many attributes of statesmanship, but 
his latest speech is that of a demagogue. 


THE RAID QUESTION 


THERE are increasing indications that 


the Interstate Commerce Commission uill 
-not grant the demands of the eastern rail, 


roads for a 5 per cent increase in freight

That the roads have made out a prima 


facie case for the need of increased reve- 
nues cannot be denied.

000,000 innu*fly, T\nt, too, are In 
effect rebates to the big shippers. The New 
York Central, for instance, has been shown 
to pay for the loading of all freight for the 
sugar trust and the fruit trust in New York. 
The meat trust enjoys in Chicago costly 
favors of the same nature, amounting in 
many cases to 45 per cent of the total 
freight revenue on certate cars of meat. 


By the time the Interstate. Commerce 


Commission has finished its investigations 
along this Hne, by the time it has prohibited 
all the costly favors now extended- by the 
roads to big shippers, it may be that the " 
income of the roads will be so enlarged as 
to make unnecessary th* 5 per cent increase 
in rates. And even if a freight rate increase 
should still be necessary, the saving in other 
directions will be such that a general in- 
crease will hardly be demanded, and the 
additional income can be secured by in- 
creasing those rates that are patently dis- 
criminatory against certain places or manu- 
factures. 


The whole rate controversy shows what 


a tremendously valuable Investment to the 
people is the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. Without the commission, rates would 
have been advanced, and these rebates to 
big shippers would -have been continued.

AMENDING THE IRRIGATION LAWS 


„•«••"' 


SINCE the Federal government em- 


barked in the irrigation business twelve 
years ago twenty-three -great reclamation 
projects have been constructed, in seven- 
teen states, at a total cost of between sev- 
enty-five and eighty million dollars. Ob- 
viously an undertaking of such tremendous 
proportions has involved many serious 
problems, not only technical but adminis- 
trative. To build dams and canals for the 
collection and distribution of water with 
which to redeem millions of arid acres has 
been a colossal engineering task, but more 
recently the officials of the service have 
found that it was only one, and perhaps 
the easiest, of their problems. 


The real difficulty has been to secure 


the satisfactory settlement of the reclaimed 
lands. The law provides that the buyers 
of such lands shall pay for them in ten an- 
nual payments, the proceeds to be convened 
into the reclamation fund which would thus 
be used over and over again for the redemp- 
tion of other lands. It was supposed that 
this arrangement would provide ample time 
for the settler to establish himself and pay 
for his farm without difficulty. 


But experience shows that in most cases 


the period is too short. The initial cost x>f 
equipping an irrigated farm and getting 
started is greater than was expected; more- 
over, not all of the reclaimed land is the 
"agricultural paradise" it was supposed to 
be. Complaints have come from settlers on 
all of the big projects, delinquency is com- 
mon, and many of them have been com- 
pelled to forfeit their contracts. 


This condition is to be met by a modi- 


fication of the law whereby the tefm of 
payment will be extended to twenty \ears 
instead of ten. The obligations of set- 
tlers will be made less burdensome, and a 
greater effort put forth to attract the class 
of people'who can and will develop the 
lands in the largest degree. As Secretary 
Lane puts it, "The resources of the coun- 
try must be used, not locked up or wasted." 
Rightly administered, this policy ought to 
be vastly beneficial to the states in which 
the reclamation projects are located.
